The  cataloguer  has  made  a  careful  study  of  the  various  Stuart 
portraits  of  Washington  and  believes  that  this  is  the  original 
for  the  first  Lansdowne  full  length. 

The  careful  attention  to  detail  indicates  Stuart's  preoccupation 
to  produce  an  original  which  would  serve  as  the  model  for  many 
subsequent  replicas,  and,  as  is  well  known,  a  model  posed  in 
Washington's  costume,  while  the  head  was  taken  from  his  studies 
of  the  President,  which  circumstance  is  readily  discernible  by  the 
artists  acquainted  with  this  procedure. 

The  fluent  strokes,  the  characteristic  Stuart  pigments  are  un- 
deniably patent  to  every  expert  familiar  with  the  technical  side 
of  the  work  of  this  magician  of  the  brush. 

This  portrait  comes  from  the  same  source  as  the  original  Vaughan 
portrait,  i.  e.,  the  Harrison  family  of  Philadelphia,  who  thus  had 
the  acumen  to  acquire  two  of  the  three  famous  versions  of 
Stuart's  most  ambitious  achievement,  the  standard  portraits  of 
the  "Father  of  his  Country".

In  the  galleries  above  is  a  large  group 
of  spectators.  The  composition  of  the  varied  groups  is  masterly 
and  easily  bears  its  own  against  Baron  Joly's  noted  Canvas, 
"Franklin  at  the  Court  of  France".  Schuessele  at  infinite  pains 
procured  faithful  portraits  of  the  sixty  notables  gathered  at 
Council.

This  historic  canvas  is  one  of  the  most  important  ever  offered  and 
its  final  resting  place  is  undoubtedly  a  National  or  State  Museum. 
This  extraordinary  scene  forms  the  subject  of  a  chapter  in 
Bancroft's  History  entitled,  "The  King  in  Council  insults  the 
Great  American  Plebeian."  In  1773  Franklin  was  residing  in 
London  as  Agent  for  the  Colonies  of  Massachusetts,  Pennsyl- 
vania, Jersey  and  Georgia,  when  certain  letters  of  Governor 
Hutchinson  of  Massachusetts,  and  Lieut. -Governor  Oliver,  with 
other  high  officials,  to  Thomas  Whately,  formerly  private  sec- 
retary to  George  Grenville,  came  to  his  knowledge.  Franklin 
obtained  possession  of  these  and  transmitted  them  to  the  Speaker 
of  the  Assembly  of  Massachusetts,  calling  attention  to  their 
insidious  character  and  the  unfaithfulness  of  Hutchinson  and 
Oliver.  The  perusal  of  the  letters  caused  the  most  profound 
indignation.  The  Assembly  petitioned  the  King  for  the  removal 
of  the  governor  and  lieut  -governor,  charging  them  with  betrayal 
of  trust  and  with  giving  private,  partial  and  false  information 
to  those  in  power.  It  was  on  this  question  Franklin  came  before 
the  Council,  assisted  by  John  Dunning  and  John  Lee,  to  advocate 
the  removal  of  Hutchinson  and  Oliver.  Wedderburn,  the  Solicitor- 
General,  in  a  speech  full  of  venom  and  violence,  attempted  to  put 
Franklin  in  the  place  of  the  defendant,  much  to  the  merriment 
of  the  cheering  Lords  in  Council.    This  incident  went  far  to 
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provoke  the  Colonies  to  assert  their  Independence.  A  framed 
key  to  the  characters  and  a  copy  of  Bancroft's  chapter,  published 
1860,  accompanies  this  painting.
